South Should Unite 
Behind the Ticket 


Adlai Stevenson and Estes Kefauver, 
Democratic nominee for the presidency 
‘and vice presidency, are in Santa Fe, 
‘N.M., today meeting with representa- 
tives of seven Southwestern states. 
‘Tomorrow will find them in Sioux City, 
Iowa, for a similar meeting. On Thurs- 
‘day they will arrive in Knoxville, Tenn., 
on their “pulse-feeling” expedition. 

* Jt is an intelligent idea. It allows 
them to find out what regional leaders 
are thinking. And what they want. 


Everywhere Southern political lead- 
ers are accepting the nominees and an- 
nouncing they will remain with the party 
and support the ticket. If they are not 
enthusiastic about Sen. Kefauver, they 
mre less so about Richard B. Nixon. If 
they are not entirely happy with the 
platform, they are much less pleased with 
that of the Republicans. 


- The South’s best interests, it seems to 
us, lie with the Democratic Party. It is 
the only national party which seeks to 
balance the needs of all regions. We are 
pleased to see and have earnestly sought 
to bring about the development of the two- 
party system in Georgia. We will con- 
tinue to do that. But the Republican 
Party leadership for three and a half 
years has revealed it will not follow the 
President’s leadership and we see no 
signs to indicate it will if Mr. Eisenhower 
wins again. This, added to the Democratic 
platform on agriculture and small busi- 
ness, makes all the more obvious the fact 
the South should stay with the party. 


We trust that State Committee Chair- 
man John Sammons Bell will attend the 
meeting in Knoxville Thursday and an- 
nounce his support of the nominees. His 
personal prejudices should not override 
the party and the state.

Therefore, we ask former Gov. Tal- 
madge and Chairman Bell to join with 
others and announce their support of the 
ticket. That support should be, on the 
basis of common-sense evaluation of what 
it means to Georgia’s congressional dele- 
gations, a sincere, hard-working effort to 
pile up a real majority. We cannot af- 
ford to “go fishing” or to bolt. 

South Carolina’s governor, George

The Cen- 
tral can buy the docks back at any time 
in the next 10 years for the same dollar,

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plus any capital outlay of the ports au- 
thority. 

This bid ends rumors that the author- 
ity would pay a price of several millions 
for the Central docks to operate as an 
adjunct to its modern and prospering 
docks upstream. 

The authority’s present docks at Sa- 
vannah have been big factors in the re- 
vitalization of that port. Pride, as they 
say, both before a fall and the success 
the authority is enjoying now should not 
lead it into overexpansion, particularly in 
these days of tight money. 


The authority is aware, too, that Sa- 
vannah is not the only port in Georgia. 
If it is determined to spend more money, 
there’s always Brunswick and, of course, 
the governor’s old home port of Bain- 
bridge.

There’s a State Primary 
Coming Up on Sept. 12 


With the national conventions past 
history and with both parties laying plans 
for intensive campaigns, Georgians are 
turning their attention to the state pri- 
mary which is only a few days away. To 
date there has been little interest shown 
in either candidates or issues except in 
isolated instances. 

Voters will go to the polls on Sept. 12, 
however, to decide who will represent 
them in state and national offices. The 
voting is all the more important because 
those selected in this primary are as good 
as elected in November. 


During the last few days Fulton and 
DeKalb voters have shown signs of in- 
creasing interest in candidates and issues. 
There are numerous rallies being planned 
and voters are being given the opportu- 
nity to know the candidates and what 


they stand for. 


Elsewhere over the state the contests 
are moving into their final stages. Busy 
citizens should take time out to give a 
little serious thought and consideration 
to whom they will choose. They should 
also plan to go to the polls on Sept. 12 and 
express their preferences. Those who stay 
home on election day decide the outcome 
just as decisively as do those who vote.

Currently the city 
is supplying water to some homes by 
tank truck. 

Caracas’ long drought soon will be 
over. So will Dallas’ when the winter 
rains come. So will many another less 
spectacular but just as serious a short- 
age with the possible exception of that of 
south Fulton County which still may be 
trying to get water from a strangely re- 
luctant city administration.

Civil Rights Specter Haunted 
Both Conventions This Year 


Civil rights, like Banquo’s ghost, long has been the unwelcome 
guest at the Democratic Party’s convention feasts. Now the specter 
has moved across the hall to haunt the Republicans as well. A great 
many people hold a great many views on civil rights. 


To some it is a moral ques- 
tion. To others it is a legal ques- 
tion. But to everybody it is a 
political question, for the politi- 
cians have made it so. 

We think it can be fairly said 
that no politician ever utters a 
public word about civil rights 
without thinking about votes. 


Will what he wants to say win 
him votes? Then he will say it. 

Will what he wants to say lose 
him votes? Then he will not say 
it. 

The decision is not too difficult 
for an individual politician to 
make when he chooses to use 
civil rights for politics, for usu- 
ally he knows exactly where the 
people stand to whom he wishes 
to appeal. 

The sticking point comes—and 
the ghost begins to haunt the 
place—when all these individu- 
als meet to arrange some col- 
lective words about civil rights 
for inclusion in a political plat- 
form. The Democrats have had 
their troubles because their party 
is composed of people who 
believe that civil rights is a mat- 
ter for the federal government 
and also of people who believe 
it is no business of the federal 
government, 

This year the Democrats avoid- 
ed a party split about their civil 
rights plank. It was not strong 
enough for the liberal Northern- 
ers and it was not too strong 
for the Southerners. It really 
pleased neither; but it was at 
least a moderate approach that 
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skirted danger and perhaps ca- 
tastrophe for the. party. 

Seeing this and sensing an ad- 
vantage, some of the Republican 


politicians decided to make their 
civil rights plank a forceful one. 
The idea was to appeal to the 
North and there was even talk 
that the Republicans ought to 
come out for “legislative imple- 
mentation’’ of the Supreme Court 
decision about segregated schools. 


It is hard to judge what “‘leg- 
islative implementation’’ means; 
the lower federal courts have the 
responsibility to see that the high 
court’s decision is carried out 
with “‘deliberate speed’’ and the 
courts have the power of con- 
tempt proceedings to back up 
what they say. Did these Re- 
publicans mean to suggest the 
use of force as a means of “‘im- 
plementation?’’ 


The question immediately 
brought the specter into the Re- 
publican deliberations. Southern 
delegates opposed a strong plank 
and pointed out that it would 
erase the gains the Republicans 
made in the South in 1952, 

It did not take long for the Re- 
publicans to decide they had to 
lay the ghost they had raised. 

If the Republicans are to re- 
tain and hope to advance their 
cause in the South as in the 


North, the way of immoderation 


is not the way for them any 
more than it was for the Demo- 
crats. 


It may be “less fun” to be a 
Republican, Harold Martin, but it 
is one heck of a lot more sensible.

Miracle of Healing 
Bankrupts Despair 


There is a wonderful promise of healing in 
the Bible: ‘“‘The prayer of faith shall “ the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise him up” (James : 
5-15). Because sooner or later every person is deeply concerned with 


sickness, either in themselves or in some loved one, that verse 
interests us. To understand it there are several things to be said: 


(1) Note the word used is 
“saved” instead of “heal.’’ God's 
saving of the sick may include 
healing, but not in every case. 
He does not always promise 
healing but if faith is exercised, 
God does always promise saving, 
which is much more important. 
Often is it that sickness is used 
by God to create faith. 


One of the world’s greatest co- 
medians was Sir Harry Lauder. 
He laughed and joked his way 
through life. Then one day the 
news came that his son had been 
killed. Of course he was shocked 
to the depths of his soul. 


After he had been able to think 
this tragedy through, he said, 
“In a time like this there are 
three courses open to a man: 
(1) He may give way to despair, 
sour upon the world and be- 
come a grouch. (2) He may en- 
deavor to drown his sorrows in 
drink or by a life of wayward- 
ness and wickedness. (3) He may 
turn to God. 


Sir Harry took that third course 
and, though God did not heal his 
sorrow by returning his son to 
him, that sorrow became the 
instrument by which he found 
God, developed his faith and 
found life’s greatest meanings.

He kept the pain‘ but gained the 
power to endure the pain, and 
that, in itself, is a high form of 
healing. 

Think of Luther Burbank. As 
a boy he was a semi-invalid, Be- 
cause of his sickness his days 
and nights were filled with the 
fear that his life would be a 
complete failure. He worked in 
a hot, dusty factory in New Eng- 
land but finally reached the 
point his health could stand it 
no longer. 

He was forced to work out- 
doors. He got a job working with 
plants and flowers. 

Eventually he became the 
greatest naturalist of all time. 

It was Burbank who said, 
‘‘Every weed can be made a flow- 
er,”’ and he showed how it could 
be done. Certainly he learned 
faith but had it not been for 
his sickness, he would have spent 
his life in a factory. 

There is an important point 
to note here. Sickness may lead 
to panic, resentment and resig- 
nation. Also, sickness may lead 
to a calm look at one’s own life, 
to faith and to dedication to a 
higher purpose. 

But tomorrow we will look at 
another phase of this promise. 


Nixon Has Elevated 
Self in Party Ranks 


WASHINGTON—If Dwight Eisenhower is in- 
augurated president January 20 next, he will in 
one sense be on the way out the day he is ushered 


in. That is the consequence of the two-term limitation on presi- 
dential tenure which would be applicable for the first time. This new 
provision means that any two-term president will exert declining po- 
litical influence within his own party from the hour he takes office. 


This explains why Harold Stas- 
sen's effort to become a dominant 
voice in the selection of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's running mate 
stirred such bitterness and in- 
tensity. 


This explains why there was 
so much more at stake at San 
Francisco in the selection of the 
vice presidential nominee than 
the office itself. At stake was 
the future control of the Repub- 
lican Party. 

Obviously the 1956 Republican 
convention did not and could not 
yield all the answers but the 
events which took place under 
the warm and unifying glow of 
Eisenhower’s presence did raise 
several of the important ques- 
tions. 3 

Question—Has Stassen, either 
by misjudging Nixon’s political 
strength or by deliberately tak- 
ing on a hopeless cause because 
he felt he couldn’t do otherwise, 
killed himself off as a force in 
the Republican Party and an im- 
portant figure in the Eisenhower 
administration? 

Answer—My judgment would 
be that Stassen will remain as 
a figure within the top councils 
of the administration—if it is re- 
turned to office. He protected 
himself against any lasting ani- 
mosity by dumping his crusade 
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to dump Nixon at the last split 
minute. 


Nixon will be intent upon show- 
ing himself a healer of party dif- 
ferences — including differences 
with Stassen. 

Question—Is Richard M. Nix- 
on himself inevitably going to as- 
cend to the top rank of his party 
during the coming four years if 
the Republican ticket is  re- 
elected? 

Answer—If Nixon should suc- 
ceed to the presidency during 
the next four years, he would 
automatically become the leader 
of the Republican Party and 
would automatically be given the 
presidential nomination, 

If he does not succeed to the 
presidency—and Eisenhower has 
rarely looked fitter than he did 
in San Francisco last week—then 
Nixon would be one, but only one, 
of several possible strong clai- 
mants for the 1960 nomination. 

If the Republican ticket is de- 
feated this fall, Nixon would 
scarcely be in the running four 
years hence. 

In the train of President Eisen- 
hower today the Republican who 
went up the most rungs of the 
political ladder at San Francisco 
was Richard Nixon, who was re- 
nominated because his party 
wanted him.

Obscures Real Job 


WASHINGTON—With the possible exception of 
college class reunions nothing in American life 
produces more bogus conviviality or greater dis- 

national political convention. 


For unrestrained 


and calculated hypocrisy, stage-managed each four years with more 
and more brassy indifference toward well-informed opinion, there is 


nothing like if in the land. 

Yet in a mysterious way it 
manages to select and has se 
lected this year, sound presiden- 
tial candidates whose taste and 
character are quite different 
from those who manipulate 
their choice. 


It is safe to say that nowhere 
else can a man hear so many 
foolish things said in the short 
space of four days or witness so 
many apparently sensible people 
cheer so much obvious nonsense 
as at one of these quadrennial 
spectacles. 


The legendary cigar-chewing 
political bosses of the past used 
to rig the convention in a private 
smoky room, which is to say that 
they had enough sensitivity to 
try to hide their maneuvers, but 
today the modern counterpart of 
the old boss does the same thing 
in an air-conditioned room and 
his work is presented to the 
world as an “open convention.” 

What started as a small and 
serious effort to define the party 
program and select its best pres- 
idential candidates has degen- 
erated into a vast theatrical 
sales campaign, with the arts of 
Hollywood, Broadway and Mad- 
ison avenue playing an increas- 
ingly important role. 

Nevertheless, nothing could be 
more striking than the difference 
between the atmosphere of these 
two conventions this year and the 
two men they selected to run for 
the presidency. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower and 


Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois 
are moderate men selected by 
political parties which are much 
closer together today than they 
have been in a generation. 


Both of them came to the 


rostrum at the moment of their 
nominations and emphasized, not 
the past, but/#the present and 
the future. : 

Both candidates are restraining 
the natural inclinations of their 
parties. Eisenhower used his in- 
fluence here to curb the con- 
servative tendencies of the Re- 
publicans and to appeal to the 
independent voters, and Steven- 
son used his influence in Chicago 
to curb the radical tendencies 
of the Democrats. 


Eisenhower made an open ap- 
peal to organized labor, which 
tends to be apprehensive about 
the Republican Party, while 
Stevenson sought to reassure the 
business community which is 
leery of the Democratic Party. 

Eisenhower and Stevenson showed 
they are the natural leaders of 
their parties by emphasizing the 
main issue of the election. 

This is: Which party has the 
best answer to the problems of 
the present and the future?. 

Both candidatés have asserted 
that they and their associates 
represent ‘“‘the wave of the fu- 
ture,”” but neither of them has 
spelled out what he would do 
and this is the serious task that 
now remains to be done in the

DODD AND BUTTS URGE REINFORCEMENTS FOR NCAA 


By LARRY FOX 

The current framework of the NCAA js not 
rigid enough to control the mounting scandals 
in college football. Georgia Tech's Bobby Dodd 
and Georgia's Wally Butts agreed Monday. 

Dodd called for the establishment of a com- 
mission or commissioner from outside college 
football to sit as the sport's major enforcement 
body. 

Butts, a trustee of the American Football 
Coaches Assn.. said the strongest deterrent to 
cheating would be coming from that organiza- 
tion’s new Ethics Committee. “Nothing could 
be more embarrassing for a coach and his 
school than to be brought up before a commit- 
tee of coaches,”’ he declared. 

The veteran football coaches and athletic di- 
rectors spoke in their annual dual appearance 
at the Atlanta Rotary Club before an over- 


‘A lot of rules have been broken and bent,”’ 
he charged, ‘‘And when the top teams and some 
of the finest universities in the nation have 
been found guilty, it’s time to be worried. 

‘There are a lot of answers to this problem,’’ 
he continued, ‘‘but 1 have found that you can 
cure anything if the people want to badly enough. 
And if you make it tough enough on violators, 
people will learn to live by the rules.” 


To administer the rules in an unbending man- 
ner, Dodd suggested that the NCAA find its 
judges from outside the college football realm. 


“‘We have seen out on the Pacific Coast what 
happens when the people who make the rules 
then have to sit in judgment on those who have 
violated them. It just cannot be done. We 
need an outside group to enforce the laws,’’ he 
said. 


group of men who are no longer connected with 
college sports. ‘Finding the type of person 
would be no problem,”’ he said, ‘‘There are 
plenty of men, great sportsmen, with the train- 
ing to do this sort of job.” 

Dodd also placed.a portion of the blame for 
the current scandals on fans and néwspapers 
who continue to hold winning coaches in high 
esteem even though they have been caught 
cheating. ‘Things will get better when people 
will refuse to stick up for coaches and teams 
who violate the rules and cheat, and when they 
realize that the object of the cheating—a suc- 
cessful team—is not worth committing the vio- 
lations.”’ 

Butts endorsed Dodd’s statements. ‘All of 
us in the game must recognize the trend in 


However, he added, ‘I believe the Ethics 
Committee of the Coaches’ Association can do 
more to influence right thinking along recruit- 
ing lines than the NCAA. I know a coach and 
school would syrely be embarrassed if they 
were brought up before a committee of coaches 
and called down. I know it would not go well 
with any coach who was punished that way by 
other coaches. 

“Coaches and alumni can improve what's 
wrong in football recruiting if anykody can,” 
he concluded. 

“Football is a big business, a half a million 
dollars a year business,’’ Dodd said, ‘‘and its 
success depends on getting the top high school 
football players. The problem is how to get 
them without buying or bribing or making such 
a to-do over them that they are spoiled before 
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thinking and the publicity relative to recruit- 
ing,’ he said. ‘*The NCAA has already shown 
its interest and exercise of its police powers.”’

HITS CONSERVATIVES 

Tonight, however, the 68-year- 
old ‘“‘first soldier of France,”’ 
castigated what he termed ‘“‘retro- 
grade conservatism”’ in dealings 
with France’s overseas terri- 
tories. He found fault with the 
French government for dawdling 
over the definition of a statute 
for a ‘‘Franco-Moslem communi- 
ty’’ in Algeria. 

He argued that the best solu- 
tion lay in ‘‘a French federation, 
broadly decentralized for the 
benefit of those who compose it, 
the federal tie coming into play 
only for those questions concern- 
ing the economy, foreign relations 
and security.”’ 

*“‘We must have,’’ said Juin, ‘“‘a 
constitutional and elective regime 
which, while respecting equality 
of rights, permits the necessary 
braking action (against sub- 
mergence of a European minority 
by the Moslem majority). 


SPECULATION 


The Marshal’s speech came at 
a time when the severe illness 
of Robert La Coste, Socialist 
minister-resident in Algeria, was 
provoking speculation on the 
’ possibility of a change of regime 
there. 

Since last Feburary, Lacoste 
has been identified with a policy 
based on pacifying Algeria by 
arms before making any pro- 
found changes in the political 
structure. This policy has had 
the whole-hearted support of 
French conservatives both here 
and in Algeria. 

It has been attacked by the 
extreme left and by the followers 
of former Premier Pierre Men- 
des-France. The Mendesists have 
argued that only shock action in 
all fields, economic, social and 
political, was capable of produc- 
ing a solution that would main- 
tain links between France and

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reia Winn 


By Trial and Error 


If Sally wants to take piano lessons and sits down 
and practices every time you tell her to, is that a sign 
that Sally is a responsible child? Not at all. Sally is 


obedient. 


If Willy never hangs up his 
pajamas, no matter how many 
times you tell him to, is he 
irresponsible? Not necessarily. 
He may be quite responsible, 
but when it comes to pajmas he 
is disobedient, unthinking, or 
usually, in a hurry. Obedience 
and the exercise or lack of ex- 


-ercise of it has nothing to do 


with responsibility, a subject on 
which parents, with the help of 
Great Thinkers have almost 
helplessly bogged down today. 


BEING RELIABLE 


Responsibility is not house- 
hold chores, duties, or plati- 
tudes. It is being reliable and 
trustworthy. Being responsible 
is knowing that something 
somewhere depends on you and 
has a fair degree of urgency, 
that if you don’t do it, it won't 
be done. 

The Child Study Association 
of America recently based its 
entire conference on the theme, 
“Wanted: Individual Responsi- 
bility.”’ 

Several speakers held ‘‘group 
adjustment’’ as the scapegoat, 
saying that when children are 
urged to conform, conform, con- 
form, individual obligations dis- 
appear. Another attacked the 
current propensity not only in 
child care but all through adult 
life to lean on psychology as 
eureall and helper with a psy- 
chiatrist or counselor always at 
hand to pull man out of holes of 
his own digging. 

Man’s dilemma today, sstill 
another speaker said, is re- 


flected in escapism, gadgetitis, 
scape-goat-ism, romantic do- 
good-ism, peace-of-mind-ism in 
“everything but responsible 
personal conduct.”’ 


HEED WORDS 

These were the conclusions. 
What of the solutions? How can 
we develop responsibility in 
children? By giving them more 
of it. By letting them try, trip 
up, and accept consequences. 
By restoring authority to par- 
ents even at the expense of the 
super-ego of today’s dear child. 

And while no speaker men- 
tioned it, certainly one of the 
best ways to inculcate responsi-

A vigorous new economy stemming from Georgia's remark- 
able progress in industrial expansion and agricultural diversifica- 
tion in the past 15 years is now offsetting a downward trend that 
surely would have spelled disaster for the state in bygone years. 
Though it unquestionably is leaving its mark on some commu- 


nities and many farmers, 


the continued decline of Georgia’s once- 


dominant cotton economy no longer endangers the overall health 


of the state. 


The wonder drug of industrial growth and the life-sustaining 
plasma of agricultural diversification have effectively curbed its 


once-malignant ravages. 


At the same time, however, the current sickly state of cotton 


production in Georgia does sap 


some economic vitality—just as 


surely as a virus infection weakens an otherwise healthy human 


being.

One cannot ignore, then, the fact that the amount of cotton 
acreage harvested has been reduced by more than 25 per cent in 
more than three-fourths of Georgia’s counties since 1949.
